The weather of the past week was 
characterized by a temperature consldera 
bly in excess of the normal a nearly 
average amount of sunshine and frequent 
thunder storms fairly well distributed. 
The average amount of rainfall for the 
state was very near the normal, but was 
quite unevenly distributed, though rain 
of greater or less amount fell in nearly 
all parts of the state. In many of the 
Central and Southern counties very hard 
local rains are reported, in some instances 
accompanied by hail and high winds 
which damaged crops seriously in locali 
ties of limited area. An unusual amount 
of damage to stock and buildings from 
lightning is also reported. 

In some few districts in the Northeast 
ern counties drouth conditions are still 
orted. though the principal complaint 

if shortness of water lor stock and the 
drying up of pastures, no serious injury 
of a general character to crops being re- 
ported. Generally speaking, the condi- 
tions described have had a most favora 
ble effect upoo all forms of vegetation 
and the present outlook for the crops 
which are still unharvested is very prom- 
ising. The correspondent at Morganfield 
stales that during an extensive trip made 
by him through the Western half of the 

are he siw the best crop prospects he 

id seen in years. This statement is 

bstantially true of other sections also. 

Wheat threshing has progressed during 
the week, and but little now remains in 
the fields. The reports relative to the 
yield continue to range from poor to fair, 
both as to quantity and to quality. The 
most favorable reports come, as a rule, 
from the Western half of the state, those 
from the Eastern and Northern sections 
generally indicating a poorer crop. 

The rains have still further improved 
the outlook for oats, and the majority of 
correspondents state that a good yield is 
anticipated. The greater portion of the 
rop has been cut, except in the extreme 
Eastern counties, where it is ripening rab- 
idly, and will be ready for cutting this 
week. Some tlrjshing has been done 

the Southern and Western sections of 
the state. 

Hay cutting was nearly completed dur- 
ing the week, and owing to the recent 
rains, the yield is generally better than 
was anticipated some time ago, but is 
short of the average. 

espondents in the Northeastern 
a. where the rainfall has been less 
than iu the others, state that the meadows 
are very thin and dry. and that they will 
yield a poor crop. 

Correspondents iu all parts of the state 
still report that corn is rcuiatk*:>ly tine 
n appearance and the eariy crop is now 
almost assured. For six weeks past the 
weather conditions have been all that 
could have been desired for its progress, 
and. as a result, it is in exceptionally fine 
condition. Some damage was caused by 
high winds and hail, especially to tbo 
more advanced portion of the crop, and 
many fields were badly beaten down or 
washed out, but the injury was confined 
mainly to localities of limited area. A 
great number of reports state that the 
tlook for the crop is the best seen in 
many years

There is no doubt that 
some Indians have been killed, but the 
reports are exaggerated, and authentic 
news is hard to get, though the settlers 
there are arming for protection 
Wednesday night serious trouble si 
ed imminent It is reliably repo 
that the Shoshone Indians have joined 
the Bannock., and straggler* from 
other tribes sre struggling into tin 
camp. Wednesday it WM reported 
that several families of settlers were 
killed near Jsckson's Hole, but the re- 
port lacks confirmation. 

I'ocatku.o. Ida., July 85.— "Excite- 
ment in the Jackson Hole country is at 
fever heat. It is not safe for ranch- 
men to leave their homes. The Indians 
are thoroughly aroused and are deter- 
mined to seek vengeanee for the ieath 
of the Indians killed two weeks ago 
by deputy constables."
